. Load the Ni-MH batteries into 
the battery charger (BC- 
NH01) bundled with the 
camera correctly as indicated 
by the polarity icons.

Charging ends 
after about 4.5 hours and the 
charging lamp turns off. 
Unplug the battery charger 
from the power outlet when it 
is not in use.

B. Connect the Camera to your PC
